Councilman Johnson inquired as to the possibility of stricter regulation
and control of wreckers. The City Manager stated a study was being made of

WHEREAS, Texas Public Service Company has presented to the City Council
tentative maps or plans showing the proposed construction of its gas mains in
the streets in the City of Austin hereafter named, and said maps or plans have
been considered by the City Council; therefore

BE IT RESOLVED BT THE CITY COUNCIL OF THE CITY OF AUSTIN:

THAT Texas Public Service Company be and the same is hereby permitted to
lay and construct its gas mains in and upon the following streets:

(1) A gas main in EAST 53^ SIEREET, from a point 301 feet west
of Bennett Avenue westerly 90 feet, the centerline of which gas main
saall be 7^ feet south of and parallel to the north property line of
said EAST 53̂  STREET.

Said gas main described above shall have a cover of not less
than 2̂  feet.

(2) A gas main in SA31NE STREET, from East 25th Street northerly
15S feet, the centerline of which gas main shall be 13^ feet West of
and parallel to the east property line of said SABINE STREET.
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The Texas Public Service Company is hereby put upon notice that the City
of Austin does not guarantee that the space assigned above is clear from other
underground utilities, but is based upon the best records we have at hand, and
that the minimum depth stated does not have any reference to the fact that
greater depths may not be required at special points. When the Texas Public
Service Company required definite information upon the ground as to elevations
or working points from which to base the location of their assignments they
shall apply to the Department of Public Works not less than three (3) days
before such information is required. The Texas Public Service Company is
further put upon notice that they will be required to bear the expense of re-
pairs or replacement of any underground utility damaged during the construction
of lines named in this resolution.

AND THAT whenever pavement is cut in the vicinity of a fire plug, water
mus t be used at intervals during the course of backfilling of the ditches,

THAT the work and laying of said gas mains, including the excavation in
the streets and the restoration and maintenance of said streets after said
mains have been laid shall be under the supervision and direction of the City
Manager, and under all the pertinent terms and conditions of the certain fran-
chises granted to said company by the City of Austin.

rate not exceeding three per centum (3$) per annum, interest payable annually
or semi-annually, and to mature not exceeding thirty years from the da$e of
said bonds, semi-annually or otherwise, as may be determined by ordinance of
the City Council, such revenue bonds to be special obligations of the City of
Austin, payable as to both principal and interest from, and secured ly, an ex-
clusive first lien on and pledge of the revenues of the combined electric light
and power system, water system, and sewer system, after deduction of reasonable
operation and maintenance expenses.

PROPOSITION HO. 3>

SANITARY SStfERAGE SYSTEM

Shall the City Council of the City of Austin be authorized to issue -revenue bon
of the City of Austin in the sum of Jive Hundred thousand Dollars ($500,000.00)
for the purpose of constructing improvements, enlargements, extensions, and
repairs to the sanitary sewers and sewer disposal plants of the sanitary sewer
system of the City of Austin, said bonds to bear interest at a rate not exceed-
ing three per centum (3$) per annum, interest payable annually or semi-annually
or otherwise, as may be determined by ordinance of the City Council, such revenue
bonds to be special obligations of the City of Austin, payable as to both
principal and interest from, and secured by, an exclusive first lien on and
pledge of the revenues of the combined electric light aid power system,w ater
system, and sewer system, after deduction of reasonable operation and maintenan
expenses. .

Mr. Bert Maloney and Mr, Walter Long appeared before the Council offering
the support of the Chamber of Commerce in converting the property at Uth and
Guadalupe into a public parking space. After considerable discussion of the
plans submitted, Councilman Johnson moved that two entrances be made into the
lot, a row of posts be placed,to allow parking for about 32 cars, and that only
the front part of the lot now facing on 5th street be used at present, and that
this portion of thelot "be used as an experiment to see how much demand there
is for parking space in this area.

W. Spear League in the
City of Austin, Travis County, Texas, and hereby authorizes the said Capital
dation and Drilling Co. to operate a private gasoline plant consisting of a
550 gallon tank and pump for the sole purpose of servicing their own motor equip
ment, and from which no gasoline is to be sold, subject to the same being
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operated in compliances with all the ordinances relating thereto, and further
subject to the foregoing recommendations; and the Biiilding Inspector is hereby
authorized to issue an occupancy permit for the operation of this private gaso-
line plant after full compliance with all the provisions of this resolution,
and said permission shall be held to be granted, and accepted, subject to all
necessary, reasonable and proper, present and future regulations and ordinances
of the City of Austin, Texas, in the enforcement of the proper police, traffic
and fire regulations; and the right of revocation is retained if, after hear-
ing, it is found by the City Council that the said Capital Foundation and
Drilling C0. has failed and refused, and will continue to fail and refuse to
perform eny such conditions, regulations and ordinances.
